Pure Michigan video shoot for 
Grayling held on the AuSable River

Things got viral on the Main 
Branch of the AuSable River on 
Monday in a Pute Michigan way, 
with kayakers, canoers and fly- 
fisherman showcasing Grayling 
as a recreation destination. 

Pure Michigan, the state’s offf- 
cial marketing program, — part- 
nered with Rob Bliss and Jeff 
Barrett from the Grand Rapids- 
based marketing firm Status 
Creative, to create a digital 
Internet video showcasing 50 
Michigan cities. The duo and 
crew plan to visit the communi- 
ties and film the spots in seven 
days. 

On Monday, the advertising 
spot featuring the Graying area 
was filmed off of the Stephan 
Bridge Landing on the Main 
Branch of the AuSable River. 

Longtime Grayling musician 
Brian Ashton, who is also an 
avid angler, was recruited to sing 
for the video. Wearing waders 
and casting a fly rod, Ashton 
sung the line, “Good morning, its 
time for ah bite.” 

About 20 people were in tlic 
background, including fly-fish- 


erman in riverboats from the 
Gates AuSable Lodge. Kayaks 
and canoes were brought from 
Borchers Canoe and Kayak and 
Penrod’s AuSable River Resort 
Canoe and Kayak. 

Bliss and the film crew rolled 
up their pant legs and spent 
about an hour in the chilly 
AuSable River waters. They took 
40 takes of Ashton singing the 
single line for the spot. 

Barrett watched the action 
from shore. Grayling was the 
I {th stop on the 50-city tour and 
the third of eight the crew did on 
Monday. 

“It’s going really well,” 
Barrett said. “You couldn’t have 
asked for a better day. I love how 
the scene is coming together and 
the singer. This is perfect. This is 
what we want every time.” 

The current video is being 
done for Pure Michigan and 
Chrysler, 

Last year, Status Creative 
made a digital video called the 
Grand Rapids lip-dub. 

The video went viral, meaning 
it was recommended to so many 
Internet device users that it 
received nearly five million hits 


or visits, 

“This is the same concept,” 
Barrett said. “Obviously, if you 
are from here or were here once 
and want to point out Michigan 
to people, you can point them to 
the video and show Michigan off 
with some pride.” 

Bliss was pleased with the 
shoot after exiting the AuSable 
River. 

“Jt was incredible,” Bliss said. 
“Our singer was fantastic and we 


got a lot of energy out of the sur-" 


rounding crowd. It was beautiful 
scenery and I think it’s going to 
represent Grayling very well.” 

The crew and directors quick- 
ly dried off, packed up their 
equipment and headed off to 
their next stop in Midland. 

“The overall goal of the video 
is to showcase the different cities 
across Michigan from big to 
small,” Bliss said. “It was a 
great scene and I think Grayling 
is going to look awesome.” 

Ashton said he was proud to 
lend his pipes to help promote 
the community, while wearing 
and using some family-fishing 
artifacts.

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Fish 
Hatchery 
issues 
addressed 
at forum

The head of the Michigan Department of 
Natural Resources (DNR) Fisheries 
Division said the state would not exercise a 
clause to take back the Grayling Fish 
Hatchery property as long as public access 
continues and issues are addressed by state 
agencies. 

About 40 people attended a public forum 
last Thursday hosted by Crawford County 
regarding future management for the 
Grayling Fish Hatchery. 

In March, the Grayling Recreational 
Association informed Crawford County 
that it could not operate the Grayling Fish 
Hatchery due to operational losses. 

Since then, Crawford County and the 
Harrietta Hills Fish Farm, LLC, have 
eniered into an agreement to keep the 
tourist destination open to the public. 

Dan Vogler, the owner and general man- 
ager of the Harrietta Hills Fish Farm, said 
an agreement has been reached with the 
coumy to operate the hatchery for two 
years. Vogler is seeking to operate the 
Grayling Fish Hatchery year-round for 
commercial production of rainbow trout. 
The fish hatchery would be open to the 
public during the tourism season, as it has 
been for the last 30 years. 

“The bottom line is we have a potential 
win-win” Vogler said. “It’s an opportunity 
to bring an idle facility back into produc- 
tion.” ee

The Crawford AuSable 
School District is rolling out 
a new online program called 
Great Lakes Online 
Education (GLOBE), 

Changes in federal and 
state education laws allow 
students to gain credit 
toward graduation by taking 
online courses. 

One popular online educa- 
tion program claims it is 
non-profit and is a free virtu- 
al school. The program, 
however, collects state fund- 
ing for the student, gained 
from the fourth Friday stu- 
dent count in September, but 
does not continue to mentor 
the students, said Brian 
Banda, the director for 
GLOE. 

Often, students return to 
public schools, but the 
school district are not getting 
reimbursed for costs 
incurred, 

“They’re dropping the ball 
on these students once they 
receive the funding and 
that’s our concern,” Banda 
said. ‘We want to be able to 
provide that education for 
everyone.” 

Banda stressed that school 
officials want to keep stu- 
dents enrolled in the schools 
since the district has 
received high state and 
national recognition. 

Through GLOE, Banda 
will arrange qualified teach- 
ers to work with the students 
and he will oversee their 
progress,

“T will be the mentor, pro- 
viding everything for those 
students to make sure they 
are progressing and will find 
whatever services they need 
to be successful,” Banda 
said. 

The program is ideal for 
home-schooled students and 
parochial school students for 
advanced placement classes. 
A student could gain up to, 
12 credits through GLOE, 
then move to take courses at 
the next Jevel or college level 
classes. 

“If they work their tail off 
at it and spend a tremendous 
amount of time, as soon as 
they’ve done the coursework 
and take the test, they 
receive credit for it and can 
move on to the next class,” 
Banda said. 

Students, who leave the 
area for a short time, but plan 
to return, can continue their 
education through GLOE. 

“This just keeps it seam- 
less until they return,” Banda 
said. 

The Crawford AuSable 
School District’s alternative 
education classes will utilize 
GLOE. Students, who were 
in the alternative education 
classes that are now 20-year- 
old, can continue their edu- 
cation, but are not allowed 
by in the Grayling High 
School because there are stu- 
dents under 16-years-old due 
to new state laws. 

“The laws are changing so 
rapidly and drastically and 


radically from day-to-day, 
we're just not sure what is 
happening,” Banda said. 

Students, who don’t do 
well in the traditional school 
setting due to truancy or 
other issues, can get their 
education through GLOE. 

“It just provides us an 
additional resource to help a 
child be successful,” Banda 
said. 

The school district will 
purchase the online courses 
taken by the students and 
will receive funding through 
the state for their enrollment. 
The program will be market- 
ed to students throughout 
northern Michigan. 

“The intent is not for the 
school district to make 
money here,’ Banda said. 
“The intent is not to lose our 
children to an on-line, for- 
profit service and have those 
students come back to our 
district.” 

Banda retired after serving 
as the Crawford AuSable 
School District’s athletic 
director as well as physical 
education and social studies 
teacher. Prior to working for 
the school district, Banda 
served as a social worker at 
the Gaylord Intermediate 


School and for the 
Department of Social 
Services, 


“This kind of fits right into 
my background,” Banda 
said. “I can work with these 
students and help them be 
successful in the program.”

The Crawford County 
Board of Canvassers first 
sorted through the 531 bal- 
lots, cast in Beaver Creek 
Township. The ballots were 
checked to determine if they 
were spoiled, meaning can- 
didates crossed over on the 
ballot to vote for both 
Republican and Democrat 
candidates. 

The ballots were also 
sorted and kept in piles for 
each candidate. Some voters 
voted for both Ashton and 
Meisner, while others did 
not support either candi- 
date. Those ballots were not 
counted to determine the 


election results. One voter 
wrote Mcisner’s name in as 
a Democrat, but his name 
was listed on the ballot as a 
Republican, That ballot was 
also disqualifted. 

Finally, all ballots were 
hand-counted by all four 
members of the Crawford 
County Board of 
Canvassers. Retired 
Crawford County 
Clerk/Register of Deeds 
Elizabeth Wieland and 
Clarine Jorella serves as 
Democrat appointees on the 
Board of  Canvassers. 
Jeannette Kitchen and 
Kathleen Riehle are 
Republican appointees to 
the panel.

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THE STRANGE case of former 
US Rep. Thaddeus McCotter of 


Livonia would be almost funny if 


it weren’t so serious. 

The script would fit right in with 
a British sort of television mystery, 
or a slam-bang crime novel by 
Michigan’s own prolific author 
Elmore Leonard. 

Any way you look at it, it sure is 
strange, and probably unique. At 
least, most folks who follow the 
ins and outs of elective politics 
probably have never heard of any- 
thing like it. 

And it’s not over yet. Here’s the 
story so far, in brief. 

While then-US Rep. McCotter 
was on a congressional trip to 
Taiwan, his Michigan office staff 
put together and filed nominating 
petitions for his sixth term elec- 
tion. With 1,000 signatures 
required by May 15, the McCotter 
staff filed almost 2,000. 

Considering the experience of 


bik y Richard ‘Milliman | 
McCotter saga casts a shadow over entire system 
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a diligent part time contract 
employee checking the petitions 
found only about 200 or so signa- 
tures that scemed legitimate. The 
rest apparently were duplicated, or 
had been cut from previous nomi- 
nating petitions or other docu- 
ments and pasted on the new peti- 
lions, or had been otherwise ille- 
gally doctored, witnessed and sub- 
mitted as legitimate. 

So Mr. McCotter did not qualify 
as a candidate this time. He called 
for a full investigation by the 
Attorney Gencral, and promised 
his complete cooperation. 

At first he said he would stay in 
Congress to serve out his present 
term, but instead resigned in July, 
leaving his constituents without a 
local voice in Congress. 

It also presented a_ political 
dilemma for his Republican col- 
leagues. The seat will be vacant 
until a special election, to be held 
by local governments and which 


Atty. Gen. Bill Schuette brought 
official charges against four mem- 
bers of the McCotter Michigan 
staff with a combined 13 felonies 
and 21 misdemeanors. 

These staffers were not ama- 
teurs. Two had worked with Mr. 
McCotter since he was in the state 
senate, another was hired in 2007, 
and the fourth joined the staff in 
2008 but had previous congres- 
sional staff experience. 

Flouting the legitimate election 
and nomination laws is disgrace- 
ful, and certainly casts a shadow 
over the entire system. 

But wait: There’s more. 

Further probing by private 
sources of earlier McCotter nomi- 
nating petitions indicate the cut 
and paste system of producing sig- 
natures, duplicating signatures, 
and other similar variations from 
legitimacy has been a frequent pat- 
tern, possibly going as far back as 
the 2006 nomination. 


Has Thaddeus McCotter been a 
legitimate member of Congress for 
the last 10 years if his petitions 
were falsified earlier? Is he enti- 
tled to the pay he received for 
those years? 

How about the perks and bene- 
fits, such as continued health 
insurance and congressional pen- 
sions? 

If he was not a legitimate candi- 
date in some of his elections, 
should he return the money and 
expenses he was paid while a 
pseudo-Congressman? 

Should his votes in Congress be 
removed from the record? What 
happens if some of his votes made 
a difference in passage or defeat? 

* * * 

AND HERE are some things to 
consider about the Secretary of 
State’s role, which to me is major 
part of this continuing saga: 

If the petitions were phony in 
past elections, why wasn’t that fact 


Does the system of inspecting 
nominating petitions and verifying 
signatures require overhaul? 
Should some other agency handle 
incoming petitions? 

Mr. McCotter is a Republican, 
and the last two secretaries of state 
who ran the office while the 
McCotter nominating system may 
have blossomed, also are 
Republicans. Does this fact hint at 
some sort of partisan leniency, or 
is it just coincidence?

REGARDLESS OF the answers 
to the above posers, and many oth- 
ers that may arise, something 
should be done about this situation 
... and it should be a bipartisan 
effort.

There’s a little something 
for everybody in the 
Olympics: drama, competi- 
tion, pageantry and specta- 
cle, stories of victory and of 
triumph over adversity, For 
Michigan in the 2012 
Games in London, there 
was all that and more. 

Our stale was exception- 
ally well-represented at the 
just-completed games. 
Eleven athletes ~— with 
Michigan ties won medals 
in London, including 10 
Americans and one 
Canadian. But the Olympic 
Games are about more than 
victory and gold. Michigan 
athletes gave us valuable 
lessons, not just about hard 
work and dedication on the 
field or in the pool, but 
about how to overcome 
tough circumstances and 
handle adversity with poise. 

Michigan cheered 
remarkable triumphs. 
Swimmer Michael Phelps, 
who perfected his legendary 
training routine in Ann 
Arbor, cemented his place 
as onc of the all-time greats 
in Olympic history with 
four gold and two silver 
medals, bringing his all- 
time medal count to 22. 

Another swimmer, 
Allison Schmitt of Canton, 
also ranks among the most 
successful Olympic athletes 
ever, She won five medals, 
three gold, in London, giv-

in London with her enthusi- 
asm and poise as well as her 
skill in the ring. 

Gymnast Jordyn Wieber, 
a student at DeWitt High 
School, came to London 
with high hopes. But she 
left London with prizes 
more precious even than a 
gold medal: admiration and 
respect. Hampered by a leg 
fracture that required her to 
wear a protective boot after 
competition ended, she suf- 
fered disappointment in the 
individual events, but 
bounced back to help the 
U.S. women win their first 
team gold medal in gymnas- 
tics in 16 years. Wieber han- 
dled the scrutiny of the 
Olympic spotlight with dig- 
nity and maturity far 
beyond her years. 

We're justifiably proud of 
all Michigan’s Olympic ath- 
letes — no matter where they 
finished, the moment they 
set foot in London they 
achieved the rare honor of 
competing at the highest 
level. We thrilled to their 
victories, and we felt the 
pain of their disappoint- 
ments. But most of all, we 
are proud of the way they 
represented Michigan and 
America: with dignity, 
determination and grit.

I attended the public 
meeting, August 16 regard- 
ing the Grayling Fish 
Hatchery and have some 
serious concems. 

Issues such as pollutant 
discharge, disease, escaping 
fish, and fish passage were 
brought up and addressed 
but not in anyway that was 
very satisfying. Each very 
rosy response was based on 
best-case scenarios but it’s 
the worst-case situations 
that we read about in the 
headlines. 

The county commission- 
ers need to consider careful- 
ly the potential for degrad- 
ing a world-class fishery 
and make their decisions 
accordingly. 

Something else that both- 
ers me greatly is finding out 
that our county is consider- 
ing signing a contract that 
hands over the hatchery for 
25 years while only getting 
in return around three 
months each year of recre- 
ational opportunity. 

Both the length of the 


contract and the seeming 
imbalance of value given 
(the year around use of the 
hatchery) and the value 
received (the short recre- 
ation season) are very trou- 
blesome. I would strongly 
urge the commissioners to 
make the very best deal 
possible for the residents of 
Crawford County. 

This deal should include 
the following: a_ shorter 
length of time for the initial 
contract after which there . 
will be an evaluation of the 
partnership, assurance that 
the hatchery will be left in 
as good or better condition 
as when the contract was 
signed, definite dates and 
times the hatchery will be 
Open, and (most important- 
ly) in licu of an appropriate 
rent the, the hatchery will 
be open to the public for 
free and fish food available 
for free. A fee for catching 
fish could be agreed upon.

Take precautions 
to prevent rabies 


The Health Department 
would like to remind resi- 
dents to take precautions to 
prevent rabies due to expo- 
sure to bats. 

“This is the time of year 
when bats are most active,” 
says Dr. James Wilson, 
Medical Director for 
District Health Department 
#10. “Bats have been 
found to be the main carri- 
ers of rabies in Michigan. 
They are a special] concern 
because they have such 
tiny teeth that a person 
may not realize they have 
been bitten.” 

Late summer is the time 
when young bats bom in 
spring are now old enough 
to fly in search of food and 
lodging. Bat bites are rare, 
and most bats do not carry 
rabies. But people should 
be aware that most human 
rabies cases in the U.S. are 
caused by bat bites ‘that 
probably were unrecog- 
nized or undetected. 

Of the bats tested at the 
Michigan Department of 
Community Health, about 
6% test positive for rabies. 

Rabies is a serious viral 
disease spread by the saliva 
of an infected mammal. 
This can occur through a 
bite or contact with open 
cuts in the skin. It may also 
happen if infected saliva 
gets into mucous mem- 
branes, such as eyes, nose, 
or mouth. Without proper 
treatment, it is nearly 
always fatal once the virus 
reaches the brain. When it 
is detected early, human 
rabies can be prevented by 


administration of rabies. 


vaccine. 

There is no way to tell 
for sure if any animal has 
rabies without testing of 
brain tissue. If exposure to 
a possibly rabid bat has 
occurred, it is vitally 


important to seek treat- 
ment. If the bat is con- 
tained, properly euthanized 
so the brain is not 
destroyed, and tested 
promptly, vaccination will 
not be needed for a nega- 
tive bat. If the bat is not 
available to be tested, it 
must be assumed to have 
been positive, and vaccina- 
tion is recommended. 

“When a bat is found in 
the house, many people 
have the gut reaction of 
killing it or chasing it out- 
doors,” said Wilson. 
Instead, the Health 
Department recommends 
you safely confine the bat 
and seek advice about hav- 
ing it tested for rabies. 
“This is especially impor- 
tant if a bat is found in a 
room with a sleeping per- 
son, a child, a mentally dis- 
abled person, or an intoxi- 
cated person,” said Wilson. 

To safely confine the bat, 
wear leather — gloves, 
approach it slowly, and 
trap it against a wall by 
putting a small box or 
other container over it. 
Slide a flat cover along the 
wall and over the contain- 
er. Securely tape the con- 
tainer shut, making sure 
the live bat can_ still 
breathe. Then contact your 
local health department 
office or county animal 
control officer for assis- 
tance.

would not to. be used to 
hatch eggs, but will be used 
to raise trout which are 
between six to eight inches 
and eight to 10 inches 
before they go to market. 

Between 10,000 to 
20,000 fish could be in 
each of the eight raceways 
at the Grayling Fish 
Hatchery. The hatchery has 
the ‘capability of producing 
180,000 to 200,000 pounds 
of fish per year. 

’ Vogler said the increased 
fish production would cut 
down on seafood imported 
from other nations, and 
bolster the state’s output of 
seafood. 

“We ship fish 52 weeks a 
year, all the time,” Vogler 
said. 

Steve Sutton, the divi- 
sion chief for the DNR’s 
Fisheries Division, said a 
memorandum of under- 
standing could be reached 
between Crawford County, 
Harrietta Hills and the 
state. The agreement would 
be contingent upon main- 


taining public access and 


addressing other issues. 

Crawford County 
Administrator Paul Compo 
said there is the potential to 
open up more public access 
on the 20-acre site through 
other entities. 

“The county is always 


_ looking toward partner- 


ships in doing improve- 
ments,’ Compo said. 
Grayling resident 
Jeannette Martin said the 
fish hatchery is one of few 
places she can bring handi- 
capped clients, including a 
girl who uses a wheelchair.

hatchery,” Martin 
“She loves feeding the 
fish.” 

Vogler fielded several 
questions from the public 
during the forum, 

Vogler said any disease 
introduced into the fish at 
the Grayling Fish Hatchery 
would come from upstream 
on the AuSable River. 
There are known 
pathogens that are already 
in the river system. 

Vogler said that the fish 
are monitored daily for 
their health as they are 
being fed. 

“Our first-line of defense 
is always good manage- 
ment,” Vogier said, 

Jerry Kahn, who sup- 
plied trout for the Grayling 
Fish Hatchery for 30 years, 
said disease was only 
detected in brown trout 
twice. He said the disease 
was cleared up in less than 
a week. 

Fish farms in Michigan 
are monitored by the 
Department of Agriculture 
and Rural Development 
(MDARD). 

“Under normal manage- 
ment practices, these fish 
are going to be screened 
for their health in the first 
place,” said Dr. Steve 
Halstead, the director for 
MDARD. 

Planned infrastructure 
improvements are in place 
to prevent the escape of 
fish on site. Fish at the 
hatchery are sterile, and if 
they escape, would not 
breed with other trout and 
would likely be eaten by 
other fish, Vogler said.

“They are stressed fish 
from day one,” he said. 
“That’s the fact of life for 
fish in a hatchery.” 

Ultimately, Vogler needs 
a discharge permit from the 
Department of 
Environmental Quality 
(DEQ). The permit would 
address the release of fish 
waste and food that has not 
been consumed by the fish. 
Vogler said zones could be 
established in the raceways 
to remove fish waste, and 
the use of fish food would 
be minimized given the 
projected hikes in grain 
prices, Vogler said. He said 
the permit could take six to 
10 months to obtain. 

“Regardless if I raise 10 
fish of 10 million fish, I 
have to hit that number 
established by the DEQ,” 
he said. “We certainly have 
no interest in degrading the 
AuSable.” 

Vogler said fish manage- 
ment experts would be 
hired to oversee the hatch- 
ery, which would result in 
the creation of two to four 


season. 

“We won't be hiring 
some high school kid to 
sling fish feed,’ Vogler 
said, 

All issues regarding the 
Grayling Fish Hatchery 
will be open to the commu- 
nity. 

“This is going to take 
awhile and it will be very 
public,” Compo said.
